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REMARKS 


1. On S.and 1) December 1950, the riedrich August Kaserne and the 
llindenburg Kaserne, which are located side by side and form one 
billeting area, were occupied by a Soviet tank unit, the personnel 
of which wore red-borcered black epaulets, some with tank insignia. 
There was no activity at all in the billeting area in the morning 
of 1) December, whereas a great deal of activity was observed in the 
afternoon. About 20 groups of 20 men each were engaged in infantry 
training and intermittent instruction at the drill field. Student 
drivers were trained, on two JS-3 tanks, the drivers being exchanged 
after each round trip. Lesides the tanks, two SP guns were seen in
